In 
the opinion of British observers

ener's new army tak* the field. The 
losses of the allies sustained up to the 
present time in the tentative thrusts 
here and there have be*n very heavy 
In proportion to the gains achieved, 
and It is understood that the various 
leaders unite in the opinion that the 
sacrifices entailed by a general ad- 
vance at this time would be too great. 


The turn of events in the e-istern 


theater of hostilities, where 
Russia 
appears to b« more than holding her 
own. necessitates, nevertheless, 
con- 


tinued hard pressure against the Ger- 
man lines In the -west to prevent them 
Troni s:CTi2jr any more of their troops 
to the eastern Held. 
In the-west, the town of La Basse, 


still held by the Germans, is proving 
to be one of the hardest problems the 
allied forces have to solve. The In- 
vaders have thrown up exceptionally 
Ktroojt earthworks around La Basse 
und have two army corps -juartered 
In th* city. To take this stronghold 
by direct assault would m*an a terri- 
ble lo« of life, but its tafclnff Is es- 
sential to any concerted movement 
forward, to afford protection to the 
combinations of the allies. 
.AUSXRIAX BOUT CONFIRMED. 
- AH the n»w» reaching London from 
the eastern field leads to confirm the 
rout of the forces of Austria, -which 
now appear to b«t endeavoring to 
make their way laboriously back over 
the Carpathians.

seemed to be hit. but all got away 
safely. 


The official returns of the casual- 


ties show that fifteen persons %vere 
killed and thirty-two wounded. 
The 


bombs were filled -with shrapnel. 


Two bombs also were dropped on 


Furnes. evidently in an effort to wipe 
out the Belgian headquarters where 
King Albert Is at present- 


For half an hour the whole city 


cracked with rifle shots and bombs, 
which threw up dense clouds of black 
smoke. Xo sooner did one aeroplane 
seem to depart than another arrived. 
Buildings in all parts of the city were 
wrecked. 


The first bomb fell on the forti- 


fications, two more near the railway 
station, and many others in different 
parts of the town, and in the suburbs 
of Rosendaell and the 
districts of 


Coudekerque and Furnes. One child 
had an arm blown off. and an old 
woman was killed outright. 


The fifth aeroplane remained as 


sentry outside the town, ready to at- 
tack any of the allies' aeroplanes that 
might seek to repel the air assail, 
ants.
